ASKING FOR LETTERS OF RECOMMENDATION 

Faculty members are happy to write letters of recommendation to 
help you obtain a scholarship, a job, an internship, or acceptance 
at a graduate school. But remember that, when you ask for one, you 
need to observe a few points of courtesy and thoughtfulness. 

1. GIVE INSTRUCTORS ENOUGH TIME TO WRITE YOUR LETTER. 

They are glad to help you, but dropping off an address in the 
morning and saying that the deadline for mailing is that afternoon 
is not only unfair to the instructor but disastrous for your 
chances of getting what you're applying for. 

2. GIVE INSTRUCTORS YOUR FULL NAME. 

Your form may be the fourth one received that day; be sure your 
full name is on it and that you've filled in all the appropriate 
blanks. 

3. LET INSTRUCTORS KNOW WHY YOU NEED THE LETTER. 

Is it for a scholarship, internship, job, acceptance to graduate 
school? It makes a difference for the person writing the letter. 

4. REMIND INSTRUCTORS ABOUT YOUR ACTIVITIES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 
Your history or chemistry teacher may not know about your ASB 
involvement or your volunteer work at Juvenile Hall, so jot down 
this information for them, and your letter will be much more 
interesting and more descriptive of you. 

5. PROVIDE A CLEAN, FRESH, ADDRESSED, AND STAMPED ENVELOPE. 

You don't want your letter to arrive in a tacky envelope because 
that will reflect on your personality. If an instructor takes time 
to write a recommendation, you wouldn't want them to spring for the 
postage, would you?

SUMMMER SCHOOL : If you are planning to attend a Summer 
School other than MSMC, you need to do several things before 
registering for your class(es). 

1. Decide what you want/need to take and where you will take the 
class(es). (Ordinarily, a student does not take more than 6 
units in summer .) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Most of the 
community colleges will have their schedule ready soon. Some of 
the 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, Valley, Harbor, West, 
Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will NQX have them ready 
until later. Most summer sessions (unless a 2 session plan) begin 
around June 29. Phone the college(s) of your choice now & ask them 
if the course(s) will be offered: if the registrar can't answer, 
try the department; also request an application for student 
enrollment and a class schedule of SUMMER SESSION. (These are not 
available in the Advisement Center.) At many colleges you must do 
the student enrollment before you are able to register for 
classes. Do so soon . 

3. Get a Transfer of Credit Clearance form from the Registrar's 
Office/Advisement Center. "A student... must file a Transfer of 
Credit Clearance with all approvals... prior to registration in 
the course for which approval has been obtained." This is an 
excerpt from the catalog. The entire policy regarding taking 
classes elsewhere, after enrollment in MSMC, is found on page 56 in 
the 90-92 catalog; PLEASE follow the policy. 

4. CHECK with your Advisor/Advisement Center to be SURE That the 
courses are TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and SATISFY what you intend 
to do. 

5. If you are taking 2 classes, you may indicate BOTH classes on the 
same form. Please help us to prevent waste and also help to 
save the trees" . 

6. Get your advisor's signature; if the course(s) is/are to satisfy 
program requirements, you will need your program director's 
signature in #1 of the form. 

7. In filling out the section for title and course number, please fill 
it out CORRECTLY. Title space is NQX the course number and the 
course number space is NOT the index or section number. For 
example: Business Law I is the title for the L.A. Community 
College where it's being offered and the course number is Bus 5 
NOT 11642 . In most community college class schedules, the title 

of the course and the course number are at the top of the listing 
and the section/index number is below with the days/times. If you 
need assistance filling this out please ask someone in the 
Advisement Center. 

8. PLEASE BE SURE TO DISCUSS YOUR PLANS WITH YOUR ADVISOR; do 

not presume that classes taken off campus will be accepted by the 
col lege. 

9. Before bringing the form to the Advisement Center, make sure you 
have ALL of the necessary signatures; Be sure that you do the 
paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class off campus. Until the form 
has been completed, reviewed by the Director of Advisement and, 
then, signed by the Dean of the Campus, you cannot be sure that the 
course is approved.

ANNOUNCEMENT ... NEW POLICY. . .CHILDREN ON CAMPUS 




For liability reasons and because children have been left 
unattended on campus and students have complained about 
children causing disturbances, the Student Life Policy 
Board has adopted the following policy regarding CHILDREN 
ON CAMPUS: 



1) Students are not permitted to perform child care on campus. 

t As an exception and in case of an emergency, a resident student may 
perform child care on campus only after receiving permission from 
the Director of Residence Life or her designee. A commuter student 
may perform child care on campus only after receiving permission 
from the Dean for Student Development (Chalon), Vice President for 
the Doheny Campus (Doheny) or her designee. 



2) In any and all cases, children on campus must be accompanied by a student, 
faculty or staff at all times. 

3) Students are responsible for the behavior and safety of the children in 
their care. 



SUMMMER SCHOOL : If you are planning to attend a Sumner 
School other than MSMC, you need to do several things before 
registering for your class(es). 

1. Decide what you want/need to take and where you will take the 
class(es). (Ordinarily, a student does not take more than 6 
units in summer.) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Most of the 
community colleges will have their schedule ready soon. Some of 
the 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, Valley, Harbor, West, 
Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will NQX have them ready 
until later. Most summer sessions (unless a 2 session plan) begin 
around June 29.

1. Bar the student from registering for classes or 
examinations; 

2. Drop the student from pre-registration class, with subsequent registration subject 
to late fees; 

3. Withhold diploma, scholastic certificate, or transcript of record, and/or 

4. Suspend the student.

Several graduating students have been unable to attend any of our previously scheduled Loan 
Exit Interview sessions. 




Federal regulations state that gU students who have borrowed under the 
Stafford or SLS programs and who are graduating must attend a Loan Exit 
Interview. This is very important as we will review your rights and 
responsibilities as a student loan borrower. It will give you a better 
understanding of the student loan process and what will happen after you 
graduate. You will also receive a summary sheet including your total student 
loan debt for your enrollment at Mount St. Mary's College. 

If you are one of these students, the very final Loan Exit Interview is scheduled for Wednesday, 
April 29th from 4:00 -5:00 p.m. in the Chalon Little Theater. We realize that this is a very 
busy time of year and that you have many time commitments which made it difficult for you to 
attend any of the five previously scheduled sessions. However, please plan to attend the last 
scheduled session. You must arrive on time and plan to spend the next hour reviewing loan 
information and materials. 

Thank you for helping us meet this federal regulation. In addition, many thanks to those of you 

who have previously attended a Loan Exit Interview. Happy Graduation!
